City council members are 
currently paring a $6,575,935 
budget 
in 
a 
series 
of 
marathon work sessions. 
If no further cuts are 
made in the budget before 
adoption, a tax rate increase 
of about nine cents can be 
expected. The city currently 
has a tax rate of 67 cents per 
hu n d red dollar valuation 
based on 
a 
70 percent 
assessment. The projected 
tax rate would be about 76 
cents. 
Plano’s effective city tax 
rate in 1973 was 39 cents per 
h u n d red dollar valuation 
based 
on 
an 
a c tu a l 
assessment ration of 62.9 
percent-the lowest effective 
rate in surrounding, com­ 
p a ra b le cities. 
In 
1973, 
Richardson’s effective rate 
was 73 cents; Irving’s, 66 
cents; Mesquite’s, 69 cents; 
and McKinney’s, 71 cents. 
Plano’s 1974 rate of 42 cents 
was still the lowest using the 
lower 1973 figures for other 
cities. 
The 
estimated 
ef­ 
fective rate for the new 
budget would be 48.4 cents-- 
still the lowest effective rate. 
The budget 
under 
con­ 
sideration is up $1,900,974 
from the 73-74 budget of 
$4,674,961. The proposed 
operating expenses of the 
budget are $4,916,339 while 
debt service accounts for 
$1,218,506. Only $441,090 is 
a p p ro p ria te d for cap ital 
outlay and related expenses. 


The council met for more 
than 
six 
hours 
Thursday 
night trying to reduce the 
budget and tax rate, only to 
cut less than a penny from 
the rate and $17,061 from the 
budget. 
The 
council 
previewed the budget in a 
two day session on July 20-21 
and reduced the tax rate 
from $1.07 to 81 cents by 
making extensive cuts in 
departm ental requests. 
Administrative 
officials 
then made additional cuts 
based on council guidelines 
to bring the rate to 77 cents. 
The following figures are all 
based on the 77 cent tax rate 
and $6,575,935 budget, the 
effects 
of 
Thursday 
cuts 
have not been computed. 


In 
the 
general 
fund, 
salaries and wages for the 
com ing y ea r have been 
estimated at $2,263,651 or an 
increase of $645,089 from the 
$1,618,562 
es tim a ted 
e x ­ 
penditures 
for 73-74. 
The 
next la rg e st category is 
$789,256 for c o n tra c tu ra l 
increase primarily reflects 
the higher cost of gasoline, 
officials noted. 


Sundries increased from 
$181,382 in 73-74 to $270,439 in 
the proposed budget due to 
higher fringe benefits for 
em ployees-prim arily 
ret­ 
irement benefits dictated by 
TMRS (T ex as M unicipal 
Retirement Service) which 
is c o m p a ra b le to social 
security. 


Cost of supplies also in­ 
creased 
from 
$212,059 
to 
$221,880, attributed to the 
purchase of garbage bags. 
Maintenance of structures 
also showed a considerable 
increase of $49,726 from only 
$57,434 in 73-74 to $107,160 in 
the coming year because of 
the maintenance of two new 
buildings. 


Only $6,000 was projected 
for the maintenance of land , 
a $600 increase.

I have not tried this but do 
know they w ill crumble if they get wet. We sprayed ours with 
clear lacquer so I can easily clean them by using a damp 
cloth Our statues are kept in a bookcase with glass doors 
and they stay quite clean. - BARBARA. 
DEAK GIRLS — Information concerning such articles 
seems hard to obtain but simple logic would tell us to never, 
never soak such items or allow them to get really wet. The 
marble chips must be held together with some adhesive. A 
tiny inconspicuous spot should always he tried before using 
any cleaning agent. — POLLY. 
DLAR POLLY - I have discovered that a new steel scour­ 
ing pad is great for scaling fish. The scales do not fly all over 
as they do when cleaning fish with a knife but stay in the bot­ 
tom of the sink. — MRS.A.S. 
DLAR POLLY — When I rip a seam or take a garment 
apart I use masking tape to remove those pesky little threads 
that remain. Go down both sides of the m aterial. In no time 
they are all together on the tape. I also use such tape to clean 
up bits of thread from the floor of my sewing area, to pick up 
shattered glass, to remove lint from sweaters, get lint out of 
pockets before laundering, to clean litte r out of the bottom of 
a purse and even pick up beads from a broken strand. It is 
also useful for cleaning up .spilled ashes. Time is saved and 
small but annoying problems solved.
